A "deail give away” dispatch was 
sent out from Wasliinglon this 
week. 

It seems that some of our officials 
who have profowiid re.spect for the 
relations between Russian bond.s 
and American capital, and therefore 
are anxious to he.pleasing in the 
sight of the bloo<l-stainrd czar, are 
quietly agitating for a new immi¬ 
gration Uw that will exclude all 
men who come here for asylum, or 
a new cliance to live, who arc un¬ 
able to "qualify for citizenship.” 
Says the dispatch; 

"The Rudowitz case from Oii- 
cago has attractcil new attention to 
tills situation. Rudowitz was a 
revolutionary in Russia, wliosc ex¬ 
tradition for murder and ar.‘on was 
asked by his government. Investi¬ 
gation showed he ss-as accused of 
political crimes only; there was 
nothing to connect him directly 
with a murder and his extradition 
was refu-scil. To prevent recur¬ 
rences of such experiences tlicrc is 
a growing movement for a law to 
prohibit ail immigrants entering 
this country who arc not prcjKtred 


to licconic AoRTH-aii c‘rtiz<iio a- 
soon as |K>ssibU and \vl»)sc right 
to <lo M> is coiKoloil by the govrni- 
ments of tlicir nave conntriev."

Today tliere i* no wild-rat 
money, but Iho laiiks themselves have become simply the handmaids 
of the big corporations and Inisis although the money tliey issue is 
gixxl rtiongh, provldesl one can get hold of it.

be no doubt about it. 

Now if wc were influenced only b>- party motives, wc should sim¬ 
ply say: “Keep lotir old constitution. Under the present conxtilutioa, 
you cannot make gtxxl taw-s. .All laws made to fit changed condi- 
iions are necessarily nnconslitiilional. And if no taws are made to al¬

From a mere party standixiint the present oonstitulkm wouM be 
just tlic very thing the Socialist should want. 

But this is not the way we .Social-DemcKrats reason. We have 
so imich confidence in the riglitcousness of our cause and the iiicvil- 
ahlcness of Sr<ialisni. that we kixjw that even the strtxigcst eonstitu- 
lion cannot sloji onr progress in the end. t)n tlic other hand, a gosxl 
and timely constitution will do gwav wiili a great deal of awjidable 
friction and make sane and consiniclivc jirogress possible.

There is. for in.Maiice, the item corporations. 

In our constitittion only the cities and townshios arc meiitionni 
as corporations. X’irtiially, llxr Mtlvvankec .Street Railway company 
and tlic citv of Milwaukee arc on the same level, as fax as ihc c*mi- 
stitntion i- conctrnci, although one repre-nits men and the other rep¬ 
resents only ilollars.

The power of a city is exceevlingiy limiied. 

Milvvaiikee. for instance, a citv of 350.000 inliabitants, has noliome 
nile whatsoever. Fven in small natters, it is absrdiilely governed by 
the legislature, by pcoidc from up stale wlxi know little nr nniliiitg 
alxmt the needs of a metropolis. In 1R48 ilat was all well enough. 
There were no large cities in Wisconsin, ami tlic conditinas were very 
imirli the same in all jarts of llie sl.ite. 

Aiiralier (xvint—the slate cannot be a parly to any interior im- 
orovcineiit under the present constiliitxHi. .\nd so the great stale of 
Wisconsin has m.t tlic ixiwcr 10 liiild a little wagon road two miles 
long wilhont a constitntioii.il .imendnicnl.

Bill aincmlmcnls to the constitution arc very ciiinlx-rsome. They 
have to pa.« through two ronsecnlive legislatures, which in itself i« 
w rv difficult. 011 account of certain vested interests w-liicli like lo fi-l- 
ill tlic iiiutlillcil wati'rs of onr conslitiuion. .And (hen llio anieiul 
Tiicnls have to be voted iqxm hv tlic |xs>|)le. 

.Ami at iKSt the amendments are patrtivvork. Tlx: coiistilutKn 
was niailc for a slate in its cliihlheoil. This same stale has since oxnc 
lo maturity. Tlic roostitution is simply a cl<ak for our Ixxly politic.
